Of this number, 26 are for

State, our ticket will obtain in some a 
large vote, in others a tolerable one, and 
in some but very few.

Their fury, it is 
said, was excited by a flag which had 
been hung out, in the morning, as a to- 
ken of victory on the part of the Irish, 
at a house in Third above Beaver-street 
kept as a tavern by one O'Neale, and 
inhabited by weavers. This hduse was 
attacked, and a great .part ofthe inside 
demolished. 


During the affray, several shots were 


fired from the house, and two persons 
wounded,one seriously and one slightly. 
A man by the name of Nell was griev- 
ously beaten with clubs. A young lady 
was struck in the face by small shot, 
which, however, were so far spent, be- 
forereaching her, that she-sustained no 
injury. 
A pistol was fired at a Mr. 


Coleman, by a man who dropped anoth- 
er as he ran. 
This Mr. Coleman pick- 


ed up, and took home with him. 
Af- 


ter ascertaining, as he thought, that it 
was not loaded, lie was amusing two of 
his children, by showing them the 
manner of firing, when it went off, and 
lodged a ball in the wash-board, fortu- 
nately without injuring the children.— 
Mr. Coleman thinks he could identify 
the man who fired at him.
